by and with the assent of the court to place such a child in a4

suitable family home or institution or has been entrusted with5

the care of the child by a voluntary placement made by a parent6

or legal guardian, (b) the court which has jurisdiction over7

the child, or (c) the entity having jurisdiction over the child8

pursuant to the Nebraska Indian Child Welfare Act;9

(6) Voluntary placement means the placement by a parent10

or legal guardian who relinquishes the possession and care of a11

child to a third party, individual, or agency;12

(7) Family unit means the social unit consisting of the13

foster child and the parent or parents or any person in the14

relationship of a parent, including a grandparent, and any siblings15

with whom the foster child legally resided prior to placement16

in foster care, except that for purposes of potential sibling17

placement, the child’s family unit also includes the child’s18

siblings even if the child has not resided with such siblings prior19

(8) Child-caring agency has the definition found in21

parental rights have not been terminated;12

(b) Termination of parental rights which shall mean13

any action resulting in the termination of the parent-child14

relationship;15

(c) Preadoptive placement which shall mean the temporary16

placement of an Indian child in a foster home or institution after17

the termination of parental rights, but prior to or in lieu of18

adoptive placement; and19

(d) Adoptive placement which shall mean the permanent20

placement of an Indian child for adoption, including any action21

resulting in a final decree of adoption.22

Such term or terms shall not include a placement based23

upon an act which, if committed by an adult, would be deemed a24

crime or upon an award, in a divorce proceeding, of custody to one25

(2) Extended family member shall be as defined by the27
